R-TV  Commission  Again 


PORT  WORTH,  TexM  (BP)  - 
Harold  E.  Martin,  chief  executive  ol- 
flcer  and  executive  vice  preeident  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Ra<te  and  Tele- 
viakm  (>>mtnissioo,  baa  resigned,  ef¬ 
fective  Sept  31,  to  accept  a  Gannett 
Foundation  graduate  journalism  pro¬ 
fessorship  at  the  University  of  Florida 
in  Gainesville. 

(Charles  P.  Roden,  director  of  the 
commission’s  audience  programs  di- 
visioo.  will  be  named  intern  chief 
administrative  officer  until  the 
commission’s  board  of  trustees  elects 
a  new  president  Roden,  a  graduate  of 
Baylor  University  and  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminary,  has  been 
with  the  Radio  and  Televisioo  Com- 
misaioo  for  22  years. 

Martin,  who  became  the 
commission’s  chief  operating  officer 
after  Paul  M.  Stevens  was  forced  by 
trustees  to  retire  early  last  February, 
said  be  is  satisfied  with  the  nuuiage- 
ment  reorganization  that  has  taken 
place  under  his  directioo. 

As  he  stepped  down  after  a  year  at 
the  commission,  Martin  said  man¬ 
agement  reorganization  has  resulted 
in  erasure  of  commission  debts,  said 
he  had  no  apologies  for  unpopular  de¬ 
cisions  he  has  h«l  to  make,  declared 
that  a  survey  has  shown  the 
commission’s  estimates  of  television 
audience  have  been  inflated,  and  cbal- 
Idhged  the  commission  to  help  the  de¬ 
nomination  meet  its  Bold  Mission 
Thrust  goals. 

Martin  resigned  officially  in  a  letter, 
August  20,  to  commission  chairman 
Fr^  Isaacs  of  Cosby,  Tenn.  It  was  ac¬ 
cepted  in  a  telephone  poll  of  14  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  conunission’s  executive 
committee.  Sept  S.  He  said  he  told  the 
commission  trustees  last  February, 
when  Stevens  stepped  down,  that  he 

was  not  a  candidate  for  the  job  and  that 
he  had  “encouraged  them  to  make 
some  kind  of  decision  about  a  new 
president  by  the  middle  of  September 
because  I  had  other  plans.” 

However,  Isaacs  said,  Martin’s 
name  has  been  listed  among  search 
committee  possibilities  to  succeed 
Stevens  as  president 

NemkMe  List 

Isaacs  said  the  list  of  nominees  for 
the  position  bad  been  narrowed  to 
about  14  and  probably  could  be  soon 
ctd  to  9  or  10.  He  said  the  search  com¬ 
mittee,  whi^  he  chairs,  may  have  a 
candidate  asearly  as  Februai7  but  at 
least  by  June  when  the  Southern  Bap- 

Dtinog  Martu  s  ceorganiiation  of 
the  internal  opernfioi\  Q(,^>e  conubia- 
uop.  several  jbn^^ti^e  conwoissiM 
employees  haw  been  relieved  of 
duties.  Others  have  had  respon¬ 
sibilities  changed.  Some  have  tidien 
early  retirement  and  others  resigned. 

The  changes  have  brou^t  about 
criticisms,  including  a  recent  charge 
by  TV  producer  John  C.  Stevens,  son  of 
Paul  Stevens,  who  resigned  Sept.  6  to 
start  his  own  company.  Stevens  told 
•the  Fort  Worth  Star-Telegram  that 
commission  leaders  have  widded  a 
meat  axe  and  had  no  sense  of  direc¬ 
tion. 

Criticism  has  also  included  an 
anonymous  letter  writing  campaign  to 
mailing  lists  of  commission  con¬ 
tributors,  trustees  and  denomina¬ 
tional  leaders.  The  campaign  has 
sought  to  undercut  the  commission 
leadership,  including  references  to 
Martin  as  "Ayatollah  Martin”  and 
charges  that  Martin  has  “purged”  the 
staff. 

Martin  scoffs  at  the  criticism  and 
denies  be  has  felt  any  pressure  from  it. 
Noting  that  he  has  grown  used  to  that 
sort  of  thing  in  his  career,  the  Pulitzer 
Prize  winning  journalist  said,  “My 
background  has  been  in  reorganiza¬ 
tion  (as  a  publisher  and  executive  of  a 
company  managing  newspaper  and 
broadcast  properties).  I  am  satisfied 
with  what  has  taken  place.  I  came  here 
knowing  I  would  have  to  make  some 
h^,  unpopular  decisions.” 

He  said  he  has  been  impressed  with 
denominational  leaders  be  has  dealt 
with  but  added:  “I  have  said  many 
times  1  don’t  like  the  politics  in  ^  de¬ 
nomination,  but  1  like  the  democracy.  I 


will  take  the  politics  to  keep  the  deoao- 

cracy."  ^  „ 

He  said  previous  estimates  of  audi¬ 
ence  numbers  for  various  comti^on 
TV  programs  were  inflated  and  did  not 
reflect  a  true  number  of  viewm. 

For  the  first  Ume  last  year,  he  said, 
audience  penetration  by  commission 
television  programs  was  accurately 
determined  by  Arbitron,  a  national 
rating  service  uaed  by  broadcasters. 
Arbitron  figures  showed  that 
commission-produced  programs  are 
seen  by  a  low  of  ai,SM  households  and 
a  high  of  HO.OOO.  The  maximurn  esti¬ 
mated  audience  is  about  half  a  million. 

“Back  in  February,  we  learned  we 
had  no  televisioo  ministry.  That  came 
as  a  shock  to  people  who  had  been  told 
they  bad  $11  million  worth  of  free  air 
Ume,”  MarUn  said.  “1  am  convinced 
that  the  average  Baptist  church 
'member  does  not  idenUfy  with  the 
Radio  and  Television  Commission  be¬ 
cause  few  of  these  people  have  ever 
seen  one  of  our  programs.  We  miBt  get 

the  message  acroas  to  the  people  in  the 

churches.” 

Martin  said  the  potential  for  reach¬ 
ing  people  through  broadcasUngis  “so 
tremendous  it’s  frightening.  But  it 
must  be  done  right.  You  can’t  keep 
pouring  money  into  something  that’s 
not  working.” 

He  advocated  a  more  inUmate  rela- 
tionship  between  the  commission  and 
local  churches.  “When  we  get  the  for¬ 
mula  to  connect  people  in  the  church  to 
the  Radio  and  Television  Commission, 
they’ll  support  it.  But  we  must  be  good 
stewards.” 

“I’m  not  a  pessimist  about  this 
commission,”  he  concluded.  “I  fully 
believe  if  the  denomination  is  going  to 
make  real  its  Bold  Mission  Thrust 
goals  of  reaching  the  world  by  2000,  we 
must  work  out  a  way  of  reaching  the 
people  with  the  message  of  Christ  and 
referring  them  to  individual  churches 
for  followup.” 

Isaacs  praised  Martin  for  the  “ex¬ 
ceptional  results  and  the  astute  finan¬ 
cial  management  he  has  produced  as 
chief  executive  under  most  trying 
times.” 

Roden  told  commission  staff  mem¬ 
bers,  “I  am  under  no  illusions  regard¬ 
ing  my  position  in  this  interim  time.  I 
hope  you  will  look  on  me  as  someone  to 
work  with,  and  then  I  hope  Vre  can 
move  along  on  a  stable  basis.” 

Roden  indicated  he  expects  the 
commission  to  continue  “under  the

'The  celebration  will  be  held  to  honor 
more  than  80  persons  who  helped  raise 
the  pledges,  far  surpassing  the 
campaign’s  goal  of  $500,000.

Indo-Chinese  culture  in  sufficient  de¬ 
tail  to  assist  Americans  in  understand¬ 
ing  the  Indo-Chinese  point  of  view.  It 
deals  with  practiMl  procedual  con¬ 
cerns  in  sponsorship  and  settling  of  ^ 
fugees.

A  thrill 

The  discipline  that  it  takes  to  win  in 
fierce  competition  is  a  thrilling  thing 
to  cqntemplate.  and  no  doubt  all  Mis- 
sissippians  were  thrilled  recently - 
when  one  of  ours  mustered  all  of  his 


generous  ability  and  won  the  long 
jump  at  the  World  Cup  games  in 
Montreal. 

Larry  Myricks  was  in  third  place 
until  he  made  his  final  jump.  His  de¬ 
termination  to  win  produced  the 
longest  jump  of  any  active  jumper  in 
the  world  today.  Only  one  man  has 
jumped  further  in  all  the  history  of 
jumping,  and  that  was  in  the  rarified 
atmosphere  of  Mexico  City,  where 
longer  jumps  come  easier. 

His  27  feet,  ll\k  inches  at  Montreal 
makes  him  the  best  in  the  world  at  this 
time,  and  he  is  a  Mississippian.  More 
than  that,  he  is  a  graduate  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  with  a  major  in  business. 

They  say  out  at  MC  that  we  Baptists 
not  only  helped  him  to  become  the 
world’s  finest  jumper  and  helped  to 
provide  him  a  Christian  education  but 
we  also  helped  him  develop  into  a  very 
fine  young  man. 

The  thrill  comes  when  one  realizes 
that  Larry  fought  back  to  his  No.  1  pos¬ 
ition  after  being  forced  out  of  the  last 
Olympics  when  he  broke  bis  ankle  in  a 
practice  jump.  Now  he  is  aiming  fw 
the  next  Olympic  games. 

Surely  all  of  us  would  want  to  ex¬ 
press  our  congratulations  to  Larry  for 
his  World  Chip  victory  and  wish  him  the 
very  best  as  he  represents  our  state  as 
a  graduate  of  our  college  in  future 
competition. 

Larry  is  coming  home  to  Jackson 
this  week  and  hopes  to  have  a  chance 
to  work  along  with  his  training  until  he 
leaves  for  the  Olympics  next  summer.

Providing  staff  ‘retirement  with  dignity’ 


?  My  father  retirw^m  the  pastorate 
jjfter  tMMlanMityahJWwItffSouthern 
Baptist  churches.  The  church  he 
served  when  he  retired. Save  him  a 
wonderful  retirement  (wrty  and  a 
“money  tree”  bearing  $152.  That 
night,  drove  home  to  a  house  in 
whiefa  he  had  lived  for  flve  3rear8,  but 
was  owned  by  the  clarob^ 

He  owned^  car,  but  hi^bad  driven 
it  on  the  job  for  three  yeats  and  it  had 
90,000  miles  on  it.  His  incotoie  dropped 
from  about  00,000  a  year  to  tSlO  per 
month  —  $148  from  the  Sjbtbern  Bap¬ 
tist  Annuity  Board  and.fB8  from  So¬ 
cial  Security.

When  be  was  In  bis  l^ies,  the 
Southern  Baptist  Annuity.JBoard  was 
estabHsbed,  and  he  wag' a  charter 
member.  His  church  placed  him  in  the 
retirement  program  for  the  minimum 
amount  Monthly  be  paid  115.07,  the 
church  paid  $15.57  and  the  state  con¬ 
vention  paid  915.57.  Inflation  was  erod¬ 
ing  the  retirement  benefit,  but  each 
chirch  did  what  most  other  churches 
were  doing  and  participated  the 
minimum.'  Later  churches  picked  up 
his  portion  of  the  program,  but  con¬ 
tinue  at  the  minimum  par^pation. 

My  father  pastored  churches  that 
had  larger  memberships  than  the  pv- 
erage  Southern  Baptist  church;  most 
had  959  to  750  members.  His  salary 
was  bosk.  He  lost  his  share  on  car  al¬ 
lowances  and  convention  travel.  He 
boughtlife  insurance  policies,  but  they 
were  small  because  there  simply 
wasn’t  that  much  nooney  left  after  pay¬ 
ing  the  bills  for  a  family  of  five. 


UcgL  Thhdittrditt  pretty  well  did  what 
tWiaBarpge  church  was  doing. 

But  it  svwhHM  been  igpre  aty 
propriate  ITihey  hM  taken  the  initia¬ 
tive  to  see  that  their  pastor  was  cared 
for  adequately.  If  the  churches  had, 
striven  for  excellence,  as  they  ex¬ 
pected  their  pastor  to  do,  things  cer¬ 
tainly  would  have  been  much  better 
for  him  at  retirement.  If  they  had  been 
willing  to  sacrifice  a  little,  like  they 
expected  the  pastor  to  do,  a  reasonable 
increase  on'tbe  annuity  program 
would  have  meant  retirement  with 
dignity  for  him. 

'All  the  churches  a  man  serves  dur¬ 
ing  his  ministry  should  accept  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  his  cettrement.  A  staff

What  is  an  adequate  retirement 
program  for  a  church  staff  member? 
Of  course  that  varies,  but  it  begins  at 
placing  10  perrent  of  his  or  her  total 
compensation  in  annuity  retirement. 
In  certain  cases,  the  amount  should  be 
more  to  help  make  up  deficiencies 


created  by  previous  inadequate  par¬ 
ticipation. 

The  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  (511  N'.  Akard 
Street,’ Dallas,  ‘fit  75201)  is  anxious  to 
work  with  any  church  to  update  staff 
retirement  programs.  There  is  an  An¬ 
nuity  Board  representative  in 
Mississippi,  Bill  Sellers,  Box  530, 
Jackson,  Miss.  30205,  who  is  availa¬ 
ble  to  come  to  any  church  to  evaluate 
retirement  programs. 

Concerned  members  of  churches 
just  need  to  do  their  homework  during 
this  time  of  budget  considerations. 
Baptist  churches  are  generally  willing 
to  do  the  right  thing,  when  they  under¬ 
stand  fully  the  situation.  Caring  for  our 
church  staff  members  is  right. 


Cooperative  Program  Needs 
Strong  Show  In  Last  Month 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  -  In  Sep¬ 
tember,  Southern  Baptists  will  need  to 
record  the  third  highest  ntHHith  in  the 
history  o|  the  national  Cooperative 
Program  unified  bu<|get  to  achieve  the 
denomination’s  1975-79'  national 
operating  and  capital  needs  budgets. 

September  must  yield  |5,579;50S  to 
reach  the  $54  million  operating  and 
capital  needs  budgets  of  the  world 
mission  program  of  Southern  Baptist 
Conventioa  agencies. 

Through  August  1979,  the  next-to- 
last  month  in  the  fiscal  year,  which 
ends  Sept.  95,  receipts  totaled 
155,320,405.  That  represents  an  11.29 
percent  increase  over  the  same  point 
last  year  but  lacks  |6,579;505  of  reach¬ 
ing  the  197$-79  budget. 

The  OMperative  Program  operating 
budget  of  SBC  agencies  U  $52  million 
for  197$-79;  with  another  $2  million  tic¬ 
keted  for  capital  needs. 

Already  during  the  fiscal  year,  the 
SBC  Executive  Committee  has  re¬ 
ported  two  months  which  rank  at  the 
top  of  the  list  in  Owperative  Program 
history.  In  January  1979;  national  re¬ 
ceipts  totaled  $5,058457,  the  highest 
ntonth  ever.  In  February,  the  third 
highest  month,  receipts  totaled 

PeUag  (EP)  —  AChinese-language 
edttion  of  the  Bible  will  be  published  in 
China  for  the  first  time  since  the  1919 
Communist  Revolution,  according  to 
Yin  Ziehzeng,  pastor  of  Peking’s  only 
Protestant  church.

Earlier,  the  Chinese  Communist 
authorities  announced  that  the  Koran, 
Islam’s  holy  scripture,  would  be 
printed  at  state  expense  —  again  for 
the  first  dme  since  1949'^  as  part  of  a 
general  liberalizatioo  in  China  under 
the  current  leadership.

She  first  met  Kermit  McGregor  at 
Algoma  Church  when  his  family 
moved  to  that  community.  Their  first 
date  was  at  a  4-H  Club  Square  Dance! 
His  family,  she  said,  was  “a  singing 
family,”  so  on  dates  they  usually  went 
to  singings. 

In  their  mid-teens  they  got  married 
in  Algoma  at  Pastor  James  Henry’s 
house.  Afterward,  she  still  had  two 
more  years  of  high  school  to  finish  and 
he  had  one.  He  was  ordained  in  1955, 
the  year  he  graduated  from  high 
school.  Both  graduated  frdm  Blue  „ 
Mountain  College  in  the  same  class, 
among  the  first  couples  to  do  so.  Then 
at  New  Orleans  Seminary  Phyllis  got 
her  PHT  (putting  hubby  through)  de¬ 
gree  by  teaching  school. 

“I  always  admired  my  elementary 
school  teachers,”  she  remembers, 
“and  never  want^  to  have  any  career 
but  that  of  a  teacher.”  Third  grade  is 
her  favorite.  Besides  New  Orleans,  she 
has  taught  in  Tupelo  and  Hattiesburg. 

“Often  these  teen-age  marriages 
don’t  work  out,”  I  said.  “What  is  the 
secret  of  your  success?” 

“Accepting  each  other  as  we  are  and 
each  allowing  the  other  to  be  an  indi¬ 
vidual.” 

They  had  been  married  11  years 
when  Lisa  wak  born  at  Bruce,  the  first 
baby  bom  in  the  pastor’s  home  there. 
She’s  13  now.  Dale,  9;  was  bom  at 
Winona. 

Hais  it  been  a  problem  bringing  them 
up  in  the  shadow  of  the  pulpit?  No  real 
problem,  she  says.  “Together  webave 
tried  to  teach  them  to  do  whafa^ht 
because  it  is  right  and  pleasing  to  God, 
not  because  ‘you  are  preacher’s  kids 
and  there  is  pressure  on  you.’  My 
prayer  has  been  and  is  that  they  will 
grow  up  loving  God  and  their  fellow 
man  and  find  and  know  and  do  what¬ 
ever  God  would  want  them  to  do.” 

Last  summer  I  met  Phyllis’  sister, 


Bemie  (Mrs.  John  Conrad)  when  she 
.  came  to  Clinton  to  visit  the 
McGregors.  But  I  did  not  know  then 
that  Bemie  has  a  twin  brother  Ernie,  a 
lab  technician,  and  that  they  have  a 
younger  sister,  Teresa. 

Phyllis  was  bom  in  Pontotoc  County 
in  the  Macedonia  community.  When 
her  dad,  E.  L.  McCoy,  bought  a  farm 
and  grocery  store  the  fomily  moved  to 
Algoma.  Phyllis  was  only  11  when  she 
learned  how  todrive  the  school  bus  her 
father  owned  and  started  tatog  a 
bunch  of  folks  to  church  in  it. 

“A  Sunday  School  teacher,  Mrs. 
Higgs,  had  great  influence  over  my 
becoming  a  Christian,”  she  recalls. 
She  was  baptized  at  Algoma  C!hurch 
at  12. 

“I  can’t  say  enough  good  things 
about  my  mother  and  dad,’  she  em¬ 
phasizes.  “We  really  had  hard  times.  I 
don’t  care  about  returning  to  the  good 
(rid  days  on  the  farm !  I  worked  hard  in 
the  field  all  day.  But  my  parents 
taught  me  that  to  ha  ve  faith  in  God  was 
what  was  most  important  in  life.” 

Nowadays  she  gets  up  at  six  and 
walksamile.  “I’ma  ntorningpefson.” 
Last  mimmer  Dale  taughther  td^iih 
in  the  pool  at  the  pastorium.  She  reads 
a  lot  and  enjoys  entertainingrrand 
cooking.

Suggestions  For  Churches 
Damaged  By  Hurricane  Frederic

This  is  the  time  for  our  chiwches  to 
evaluate  their  buildings.  When  re¬ 
building  there  are  several  things  to 
consider: 

1.  Was  the  building  properly  insu¬ 
lated?  Was  there  sufficient  insu¬ 
lation  in  the  walls,  ceiling,  and  if 
on  a  conventional  foundation  — 
floor?  Were  the  windows  designed 
to  conserve  energy?  If  not,  this  is 
the  time  to  change  for  future 
energy  saving. 

2.  Many  churches  had  ceilings  with 
celotex  that  really  needed  a  hard 
surface  material  in  that  they  have 
added  carpet  and  cushions  to  their 


r 

pews.  This  would  be  a  good  time  to 
check  into  the  best  type  ceiling 
material  to  correct  acoustical  and 
decor  problems. 

3.  Replace  light  fixtures  with  reces¬ 
sed  fluorescent  fixtures  with  ac¬ 
rylic  prismatic  lens.  Have  a 
licensed  ele(rirician  to  check  your 
wiring. 

4.  If  you  had  water  on  your  carpet  or 
vinyl  floor  covering  you  will  want 
to  make  certain  tint  all  moisture 
IS  dried.  In  most  buildings  it  would 

better  to  completely  replace  an 
floor  covering  to  prevent  a  Amgus 
build-up.

Thirty-aeven  Miasisaippians  were  in 
South  Africa  (hiring  two  weeks  of  Au- 
gunt.  promoting  stewardship  in  the 
Baptist  churches  there. 

“I  have  never  seen  a  people  so  ready 
to  have  the  Bible  tau^,’*  said  Ulvle 
ntls  ol  Tupelo.  "They  would  walk  for 
miles  In  the  min  with  tempemtures  at 

almost  freezing  and  sit  in  lantern  light 

iankte  a  cold  building  with  rapt  atten¬ 
tion  —even  the  children — for  hours.” 

Miaaisaippi  chwches  paid  their  pas¬ 
tors*  travel  expenses.  Six  pastors’ 
wives  accompanied  their  husbands. 
The  group,  coordinated  by  John  Alex¬ 
ander,  director  at  the  Stewardship  De¬ 
partment,  Mississippi  Baptist  Con  vea- 
tion  Board,  traveled  M,000  miles  in  22 
days,  noost  air  travel  aboard  a  DC-IO. 
St^  included  Rio  nod  Rome. 

South  Africa’s  climate  ia  generally 
sunny,  but  the  winter  nights  of  Augiat 
can  be  frosty.  “As  we  planned  a  church 
budget  at  Soweto,”  W.  E.  Corkem  of 
Hernando  said,  "fktt  items  suggested 
for  the  budget  were  heat  and  electric¬ 
ity.”  He  continued,  “Most  came  wrap¬ 
ped  in  blankets,  the  women  with  the 
babtes  on  their  backs  inside  the  blank- 
eti." 

Revtvte  At  Varfcvti 

In  the  second  week  Harris  Counce  of 
Ripley  taught  at  Varkvii  Church  in 
Boph^tawana,  a  black  church,  the 
members  of  Zulu  extraction.  One 
hundred  twenty  miles  north  of  Johan¬ 
nesburg  this  conference  turned  into  a 
revival  meetiiig. 

Although  the  mRjority  of  South  Afri¬ 
can  citisens  can  speak  English,  the 
language  of  the  Varkvii  Church  was 
Swaaa.  Counce  spoke  through  an  in¬ 
terpreter.  "Every  night  at  least  100 
earner’  he  said,  "nearly  all  women 
and  chOdren,  as  the  men  were  away  in 
Hnining  compounds  where  they  stay  all 
week."  His  leaaona  on  the  stewardship 
of  life  and  hia  presentation  of  the  plan 
of  salvation  turned  the  week  into  a 
regular  revival;  there  were  42  profes- 
siona  of  faith. 

CouBce  spent  the  week  in  a  mud  hut 
with  ife  T^.  Cautioned  beforehand 
not  to  orink  the  water,  he  drank  coffee 
and  ate  the  bag  <d  or  an^  he’d  had  the 
forethought  to  take  along.  Prom  Sun¬ 
day  to  Thursday  was  a  long  time  to  do 
without  water.  On  Tuesday  night  he 
ate  nine  oranges. 

He  was  the  first  white  man  to  stay  in 
the  village  as  ai  guest.  "When  they 
realised  that  I  came  in  a  spirit  of  love 
and  friendship,  they  received  me  with 
great  warmth”  he  said. 

.UHxWiWi. »  wwaan.  sent 
word  aha  warded  to  see  him.  It  turned 
oiA  that  she  wanted  her  picture  made 
with  alltbe  paraphernalia  of  her  pro- 
feasioo.  This  gave  the  pastor  a  chance 
to  witness  to  her,  and  she  did  come  to 
church  one  night. 

One  day  Counce  walked  with  a  mis¬ 
sionary  seven  miles  (three  hours)  to  a 
miasionintbebuah.  While  there  he  was 
drafted  aa  a  judge  in  a  local  baby  con¬ 
test  of  500  mothers  and  babies. 

“Preach  Stewardship" 

Ed  Nocth  lectured  the  first  week  in 
The  Baptist  Theological  College  of 
Southern  Africa  in  Johannesburg.  He 
said,  "There  waa  not  a  single  book  on 
stewardship  in  the  library,  and  the 
ynimg  men  had  never  received  sys- 
tematic  teaching  on  the  subject.  I  have 
never  seen  such  a  hunger  for  know¬ 
ledge.  The  students  were  eager  to

Also  Ck>rk  was  the  only  one  in  the 
group  to  visit  a  wild  game  farm.  While 
be  was  in  a  store  in  Johannesburg  he 
met  a  man  whoowned  a  big  game  farm 
tVk'hours  drive  north  of  Dwban,  and 
got  an  invitation  to  visit.  He  and  his 
wife.  Billie,  and  Erwin  Paynter,  pas¬ 
tor  of  Parkhirst,  Durban,  saw  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  SO  kinds  of  wild  animals. 

Since  he  took  so  many  photographs 
he  said  he  plans  to  give  a  finger  supper 
in  Aberdeen  like  they  have  in  South 
Africa  (such  food  as  sausage  rolls, 
jelly  rolls,  etc.)  and  show  slides  to  his 
guests.
